H E YENNlON for discovery Is not limited to 
hairy-chested gents seeking new rivers, moun­ 
tains and things like that. Nor is it confined to soft- 
eyed scientists and patient inventors questing fresh 
curatives and mechanical marvels. 
We think almost everyone likes to discover some­ 
thing. However, not everyone is up to climbing hills, 
riding dog sleds and undergoing the other Inconven­ 
iences of probing for far horizons, so the spirit of 
discovery has to find some other outlet. 
We know a fellow who gets excited every time he 
discovers a restaurant of unusual cuisine. He be­ 
comes as emotional as Christopher Columbus sight­ 
ing the landfall of America, or Desoto getting his 
first slant at the Mississippi. 
We know another chap who waxes lyrical when he 
discovers a new mixed drink. T hat is, new to him. 
Your true discoverer never concedes that anything 
Is discovered until he discovers it. All claims to dis­ 
covery are usually disputed anyway. 
A m agazine editor of our acquaintance ueed to go 
out Into the hall and do hand stands whenever lie 
came upon a brilliant m anuscript by a new writer. 
We asked blin the other day lf in the exuberance of 
discovery he continued that exercise and he said he 
was getting too old. He said nowadays about the best 
he could do was a light clog dance on his desk. H e 
said the brilliant manuscripts got so far and far be­ 
tween th at he finally lost the knack of the band­ 
stand from lack of practice. Ho said the last time 
he tried it was three years ago. 


T 
HIS editor has discovered as many writers as any 
man In the business. He, said he doubted that 
many persons, including writers themselves, remem ­ 
bered he had discovered them and that the discov­ 
eries profited him nothing, except a glow of personal 
satisfaction. He said the glow was sufficient pay­ 
ment. at that. 
Hype Igoe, sports writer, once told us the same 
thing about prizefighters he had discovered. That 
always has been Hype's bug—discovery of new fight­ 
ers of ability. He said he doubted that history record­ 
ed hint as their discoverer and that often the dis­ 
cover*^ fighters themselves forgot he had discovered 
them, but he had bls rew ard in the pleasure of see­ 
ing his judgment vindicated. 
On blase Broadway, th * spirit of discovery always 
has manifested Itself In the field of talent of sonic 
kind, mainly in the line of public entertainment. It 
is a regular and not unprofitable business with many 
Broadwayfarers, such as theatrical booking agents. 
However, som e of these agents like to discover tai 
ent not so much for discovery’s sake as for tho IO 
percent that goes with the discovery.

So was NIN 
Granluud. but Edwards was undoubtedly the top 
man In this Deb! until Benny Davis came along. 
He is a chubby, dapper chap. with considerable 
fame as a song writer. We first knew him as a night 
club entertainer In San Francisco, working for Jack 
Kearns in the old Breakers club. Benny sang soiil' m. 
When he finally came east he took to writing them 
and with the late Con Conrad he turned out “Margie,” 
one of the all-time big hits. 
Benny wrote numerous other hits atter that with 
different music writers. He had a distinct trend to­ 
ward what became known as “T orch” songs, which 
are the heart cries of the lovelorn male or female. 
Benny la not a t all that way himself. He is a cheerful 
soul, generally wearing a smile and Is happily m ar­ 
ried.

EW auto m ishaps happen on 
state highways in Ohio where 
the actual hazards are real and 
readily apparent. 
This fact is indicated by statis­ 
tics on motor vehicle accidents on 
state highways outside municipali­ 
ties compiled by the traffic engin­ 
eering division of the Ohio high­ 
way department. 
It is the opinion of Highway 
Director Robert S. Beightler that 
comparatively few mishaps occur 
at points where hazards are promi­ 
nent bv reason of the fact that such 
hazards 
advertise 
themselves 
to 
the motorist. As a result the driv­ 
er avoids trouble at such hazards 
by extraordinary precaution. Safe­ 
ty rules a re followed in such In­ 
stances because the motorist real­ 
ises the existence of danger. 
“The motorist." said Mr. B e litt­ 
ler. “seems to be- least safe when 
he should be aafest. th at is. when 
he 
is 
driving 
under 
conditions 
which to all appearances are ideal 
for safety. W hen road and weather 
conditions are hest accidents are 
most apt to take place.” 
In proof of this he cited statis­ 
tics to the effect that for the first 
seven m onths of 1939 approximate­ 
ly 58 percent of the traffic acci­ 
dents on state highways outside 
municipalities occurred on straight 
level stretches of road. Moreover, 
56 percent of the accident* occur­ 
red wha" w eather conditions were 
reported as “clear,” 
Too perfect conditions lull the 
motorists into a sense of false se­ 
curity, believes Beightler. 
"Be careful at all 
times and 
avoid trouble and grief,” is his ad­ 
vice to motorists.
